I do not know of anything 
better to commence with this 
year than to make a strong 
appeal for conquest and vic- 
tory. I feel, too, _ that 
this subject will meet with a 
hearty response*from all who 
love the Lord in deed and in 
truth. Conquest and victory 
should be special watchwords 
for this year. 


The primary meaning of 
the word “conquest” is “to 
seek, to press, to drive to- 
ward, There isscarcely an- 
other word in the English 
langurge more suitable here 
at this time. We area peo- 
ple that are constantly seek- 
ing after God if we are ina 
normal condition. Every 
true child of God is a seeker 
after Him. The sweet sing- 
er of Israel sang, ‘““Thy face, 
Lord, will I seek.” Ps. 27:8. 
Paul indicated that he wasa 
seeker when he exclaimed, 
“That I may know Him, and 
the power of His _ resurrec- 
tion, and the fellowship of his 
sufferings.” Philip 3:10. 


Not only is it the normal 
condition of every child of 
God to be a seeker after 
God, but if we have the spirit: 
of our Master we _ will also 
be seekers after the souls of 
men. Hecameto seek for 
those who are lost. (Luke 19- 
10.) We are His ambassa- 
dors (2 Cor. 5:20.) and thus 
we seek the souls of men in 
Christ’s stead, and say to 
them, “be ye reconciled to 





The spirit of the real 


Christian is to seek new fields 
of labor, and extend their ter- 
ritory far and wide. We, as 
well asthe early disciples, 
are commanded to be wit- 
nesses in Jerusalem, in Judea, 
in Samaria and unto the utter- 
most parts of the earth. The 
spirit of this command is to 
spread out into new territory. 
Go into all the world! 

The second part of the pri- 
mary meaning of the word 
“conquest” is, “to press.” 
This is in perfect harmony 
with the teaching of Scrip- 
ture. It is all right to seek, 
but to seek only, is not 
enough. Itis necessary to 
press toward the mark for 
which weare seeking. Then 
when the word “press” is de- 
fined, it means to urge, to 
hurry, to compel, to urge for- 
ward. | 

The third part of the pri- 
mary meaning of conquest 1s, 
“to drive toward.” Now, 
this meaning harmonizes with 
the teaching of Jesus where 
He gives His illustration of 
what is commonly called 
“the highway and hedge 
call.” “Go out into the 
highways and hedges, and 
compel them to come in, that 
my house may be filled.” 
(Luke 14:23.) 

At the very beginning of 
the New Year it is necessary 
for us to seek after God, to 
seek after souls, and to seek 
to extend the church and its 
teaching in new territory. 
Besides seeking we must 
press and drive toward the 
very thing for which we are 
seeking. Our experience 
must be brightened up and 
we must press on to higher 
heights. We must become 
more spiritual. But to do 
this it will take much per- 
severence. Some of us are 
so contented with our ex- 
perience that it will take, 
some pressing and driving to 
get us out of our downey 
nests. But we must go.
